T he sentim ent of the country, as ex ­ 
pressed in its public journals and 
otherw ise, was to th e same effect and 
the question of constitutional law 
m ay be practically se ttle d .”

W hen P all m an ten an ts have 
come to us to re n t our houses they in­ 
variably ta lk about 
the beautiful 
homes they left. 
The surroundings 
of the Pullm an houses are much m ore 
desirable th an m ine." 
Paul £ Hermes, a new s and sta­ 
tionery dealer in Pullm an, w ho had 
w orked for six years in the Pullm an 
shops, w as th e next witness.

Freight Train Due Here a Few Min­ 
utes 
Before Eight 
O’clock 
This 
Morning Demolished 
at Fort At­ 
kinson—Passengers From the Ac­ 
commodation Put on the 6 4 0 Train. 


Three unknown tram ps were killed 
i>y a wrecked freight train on the Chi­ 
cago Sc N orthwestern railroad near 
F ort Atkinson a t 6 o'clock this morn 
ing. 
The unfortunate men were hor­ 
ribly mangled. 
Toe freight was due in Janesville a 
few m inutes before 8 o’clock, just 
ahead of the accommodation from the 
n o rth . 
The north bound train which left 
here at 6:40 o’clock proceeded to the 
w reck two miles north of Fort A tkin­ 
son, where the passengers were tran s­ 
ferred and then both trains backed 
up, one to Janesville and the other to 
Jefferson. 
Engineer John Roberts, who left 
here in charge of the 6:40 train, said: 
*‘I do not know w hat caueed the 
wreck. 
Three 
tram ps were killed, 
and a large num ber of cars were de 
molished and scattered on both sides 
of the t i 8ck for some distance. 
The 
road is blockaded and we made trans­ 
fers and returned, backing \he train 
to Janesville. 
The other train backed 
up to Jefferson. 
None of the train ­ 
m en were injured. 
Besides the tram ps who were killec 
tw o were so badly hurt th a t they can 
not live. 
There were six in a box car 
and only one escaped. 
The train was 
No. 586 in charge of Conductor Al. 
Smith and Engineer M artin Rowe. 
The train broke in two while coming 
down the grade and after separating 
th e halves 
came 
together w ith a 
crash. 
Eight cars were demolished 
and were burned as the easiest way to 
clear the track. 
The wrecking train, under Fore 
m an Henry Crane, w ent to the scene 
of the wreck at 8:30, when the track 
w as cleared in time to let the south 
bound Green Bay passenger pass a t 12 
o’clock, the train reaching Janesville 
on tim e at 12:20. 
The collision of tw o freight trains 
on the Chicago & N orthw estern roac 
a t Madison forced a heavily loadec 
car through one of the buildings at 
the gas works.

THE HIGHEST OF HONORS

W eed Pest. 
The Russian thistle, the most seri­ 
ous weed pest ever known 
in toe 
northw est is now growing in Rock 
county. 
A few plants weie found a 
day or two ago on farm land near 
Evansville. 
There was no more rea­ 
son to expect th at it would be found 
there than at any other point along 
lines of railway leading 
from the 
northw est. 
Farm ers of the Dakotas are earnest­ 
ly asking for state and national aid in 
destroying this pest. 
Individual ac­ 
tion there can do little good. 
But in­ 
dividual action can prevent the weed 
spreading in Wiscdnsin. 
If all will 
look for and destroy it wherever found 
large loss and expenditure in the fu­ 
ture may be avoided. 
The plants resemble in a general 
way the common tum ble weeds of the 
prairie. 
They differ much in appear­ 
ance, some being almost round, many 
quite straggling in form. 
The leaves 
ara small, the spines or thorns abund­ 
ant. 
At this time of the year these 
thorns are soft. 
The stems of the 
plant are now beginning to assume a 
purplish color.

If pulled or cut now there is 
no probability of further trouble.

sixth regiment, New York volunteers. 
He served in the Army of the Potomac 
and in the Sheridan campaign in the 
Shenandoah Valley, and though one 
of the youngest surgeons in the army, 
filled the responsible position of sur­ 
geon-, a charge of the depot field hos­ 
pital of the Army of th6 Potomac. 
For ir.eritorious services rendered, he 
was brevetted a lieutenant-colonel 
after the close of the war. 
He was 
appointed superintendent of Indian 
affairs for Arizona by Gen. Grant, 
which position he held until the office 
was abolished in 1872. 
During his in­ 
cumbency he, together with Gen. 0. 
O. Howard, brought the first delega­ 
tion of Apache Indians that ever came 
to Washington, to negotiate a treaty 
of peace. 
He was commissioned by 
President Grant consul to Denmark, 
and before his return to America con­ 
tinued his studies in ophthalmology
